The Mexican Imbroglio.
From the Times,

All the intelligence from Franoe points to the
probability of & peaceful solution of the Mexican
question at no distant day. To expect a sum-
mary, immediate, and unexplamed withdrawal
of the Prench troops, were to assume n spirli of
humilintion for which there is no precedent in
the history of the French nation. And to sup-
pose that the French Emperor,-to avert the
chances of more serious trouble, would forget
the considerntion due to the pride of the people
over whom he rules, were to suppose him
deprived of the wisdom and tact wikich have won

for him the foremost position among the mon-
urchs ol Europe.

But there incontestable evidence of his
anxiety Lo sscope irom vhe consequonces of lis
blunder. The remarkable attempt of the official
journal to dwari armed intervention into a cru-
sude of hailitls for the collection of & doabtiul
debt, possessed u elgnificance which could hardly
be exaggerated, It was the endeavor of baftled
smbition 1o explain away lts purpose without
submitting to degradation. It transierred the
question—&o far us the attitude of Fravee is con-
cerned— {rom the category of things visionary to
thiogs practical and possible. The reasonable-
ness ol the pretext we are not required to con-
gider. Whether the Monalewr is abie to reconcile
ite expianation with the cause and the ract ot
the withdrawal of Bpmn and England from the
tripartite allisnce, is o matter thas should ocen-
sion ug no anxiety, The protext itselt and the
result it loreshadows wre the main features of
interest to this country.

Now we have, on the authority of the Paris
correspondent of the London Zimes, the atate-
ment that the Emperor ana his Minlaters are

d a8 to the necessity of speedily recalhing
the troops; the only dilferenee of opinion belog
In rererence 10 the exact moment at which the
step shall be taken, 'l'ae rumor that the Empe-
ror desires o briel delay, pendiug the completion
of the Austrinn contingent, recelves lnu'tml e
firmetion through the usuallydoubtiul despatches
purperting to be received ot New Urleans from
the cigy of Mexico,

Whether the time of the withdrawal be early
or late, and the aegsigned res-on of the with-
drawal ratiopal or ridiculous, the animus and
morality of the whole affsir will be correctly
apprecinted by the American people. The tew
doubta that may nave been entertained upon
this head must be dispelled by the intormution
recently conveyed by the Stute Depurtment to
the Senate touching the Imperial plans for the
eolonizalion of Contederates in Mexleo, nnd the
prosecution of varlous enterprises under their
guidance. As Envland, while protecting her
neutrality, sent forth and sustained the pirates
that preyed on Auencan commerce, so France,
while tendering ber national honor as a pledge
of non-nterterence, seoretly omrrled forward
schemes of congquest and wggrandizement, o re-
liannce upon Rebel agencles. The development
i# not flattering to those whom it most concerns,
It exposes a Mimster of State, with his hasd
upon his Leart, deliberately seexing w mislead
us. It confirms the impression that the aim of
the Emperor has been to take advantage of our
civil stmfe to further Imperial ends. And we
regret 10 say, it shows that for the altered aspect
of the Mexican question we are indebled less wo
the Imperial serge of justice than to the Impe-
ria) estimate of the power which suppressed the
Rebellion,

As the matler stands, however, we can well
afford to exhibil & magnanimous disregard ot
unsvowed motives, provided only the conelu-
sion be eatisfactory. With the conscence of
Louis Napoleon we have as little to do as with
the sincerity of those English statesmen and
Jjournalista who now find it convenient to be
more thau complimentary to the United States,
The present prolessions ol both, no doubt, rest
on the same ground and spring from the same
source, and with neither need we trouble our-
selves except in their bearing upon questions yet
unsettled. The maln point in regard to Mexico
is thet Louls Napoleon now deems expedient the
recall of the French troops, and only awalts the
occeasion when he may excecute his purpose with
the least possible mortitication.

The recent disgracelul oceurrences on the Rio
Grande will perhaps produce momentury hesita-
tion, Tobe obliged to abandon a seheme of
conquest, wund & matured part of the Tuoperial
policy will be sufliciently unplensant, be the ac-
oeshonles sud excuscs what they may, But to
quml before a horde of border ruthians—io suce
camb to thevish filibusters—to yield to n pres-
sure exercsed by outlaws, and an argament
pushed by unlicensed cutthroats—wonld be to
endure o degradaiion fatal to the Napoleomo
rule, Hence it is not unlikely that toe first
effect of the tidimgs of the Bugdad atialr will be
unfavornble, Indeed, the New Orleans despateh,

‘which states that “the French troops will not
be withdrawn until the Emperor Maximihan iz
declured free from Americsn inlervention," is
in all likelihood true, )

The folly as well as the criminality of those
who are engaged in fomenting border forays,
and aiding ana comforting the ulibusters, of
whom Crawford has been the acknowledeed
leader, is thus made mamifest. With the filibus-
ters themselves, rank or file, it were idle to
argue. No consideration of duty or expediency
troubles them. With an sppetite lor blood anil
plunder, they may be properiy lelt to be dealt
with by French soldiers, 'or by the authority
which our Government s encrgetion ly employ-
ing tor the maintenance of neutrality, But
there are men of another stamp, lar removed
froms the Rlo Grande, who should percelve the
inevitable tendency of their course on the Mexi-
ean question, The orators who huve waxed
eloquent in their advocsey of the Mourng doc-
trine, and the crowd of mediocrities who have
applaaded the suggestion that i some way, and
al any coat, the French should be driven out of
Mexico, must be made to earry their share of
responsinility in the \:tumlac!. They have dons
all they could to precipitate dufficulties, and the
oocurrenced on the Rio Grande are the legiti-
mate consequences of their teaching, Im this
respect they ure the most dangerous enemies of
mguhboan m In Mexico,

he prompt interposition of the authorities at,
Washington, ana the determination they have
evineed to malntain order on our #ide of the Rio
Grande, will not be lost apon the tenant of the
Tutleries or his Instroment in Mexico, A more
striking sign ot the good fwmith with which our
Government strives to preserve its neutrality
could not be desired, It proves that the move-
ment of the BWbusters bas no national signif-
oance, and that the people of the United Btates,
while declaring their sympathy with the repub:
lican cause m Mexico, and their aversion to
Fremnch intervention, howsoever disguised, are
resolved to leave on other shoulders the on-
aibility of ndding to the existing complications.

By this course the morsl stréngth and influ-
ence of this country is being immensely in-
cressed, Had the Executive chiosen to quarrel
oﬁ"nly with Feance, as was u at the e by
the more nowy champlons of the Monroe doc-
trine, the war, now happily ended, would have
gone on more flercely than ever, The Rebels
would have had France for their nctive ully on
land and sea, and the Mexican imbroglio would
have become permunently formiduble. We can-
not be wo thankiul thascther counsels prevailed

The formidable revolution which has broken
out in Spain: headed by General Prim, whatever
other resulig it may have, will st least relieve
Chill, 11 the revolutiomsts had not & reasonn-
ble chance of suceess, Prim, who is a man ol
capacity, would not have taken the risks he hns
assumed, Whether it succeeds or falls, there
will be, for a long time, a large parcy of maloon-
tents opposed to the existing Government, Spain
will, therefore, need all her resources to main:
tan domestic tranguillity, and will have none to
Epare jor ageicasions ou her former colonies,

The prominent part borne by Prim io the
begioning of the expedition acainst Mexico and
his sgeney m breaking up the alliance, must (1o
gay nothing of other reasons) render Napoleon
averse 10 his revolutionary enterprise; and Prim
may bue directly instrumentul in causing the
withdrawal ¢f the French troops from Mexico,
as he was directly in withdeawing those of
Spain and England i an early stage of the
enterprige. Napoleon has much to fear Irom a
successtul cutbrenk of the revolutionary spirit in
rny part of Evyope, gsinee it would be likely to

It muay, belore long, be conyenient for him to
have his twenty-five thousund Mexican troops at
home,

The main conglderation on which the Mexican
entexprise was updertaken bhaving proved a de-
lusion, the Fronch Emperor is in an  unplessant
dilemmu. His pride and the obligations he has
incnrred to Moximilian forbid his withdrawal;
but his weight in Europe i+ impatred by this
Mexican drain on e sirength, The projcet
wae undertaken in the confident expectution
that the South would etablish its independence,
Thie miscalculation must render it avortive;
and there begin to be evidencea that nothing
but pride snpa his engigements stand in the way
of an early retreat, It be expects to remain,
ue he J8 now, practically the dictator of Europe,
he mnst husband e strength for European
emergencies,  Such uprlninib as ibis in Span
mus]tltenrl to bring home to him o Sense of this
tuth,

A war between France and the United Btates,
